Questions and Answers 


How can the greasy film be re- 


moved from the walls of the kitch- 
en without repainting? 


If your kitchen walls have ac- 


quired a greasy film due to tha 
type of cooking you do, stronger 
solution than mere soap and hot 
water may be necessary, but water 
at 98 to 115 degrees fahrenheit 
should be hot enough to remove 
that film. The whole sedret is to 
keep replenishing the water, keep 
it hot, and use sufficient soap. In 
jelly form, the soap is more effect- 
ive as a cleaner. 


Are there any vegetables that 


can be considered constipating? 


_ All vegetables are generally con- 
sidered non-constipating because of 
the high cellulose content. Thit 
roughage stimulates the intestina! 
tract, and assists body processes. 
All leafy vegetables, cabbage, let- 
tuce, spinach and other greens are 
helpful in regulating body pro- 
cesses and tend to be more laxative 
in their effect than others. 


How can left-over cooked cereal 


be used? 


This largely depends on the cer- 


eal. If the left-oi-er cereal is in a 
solid form, the bulk may be sliced,

to you for your use.

New dishes bring new ap- 


petite to the family. 
And at this 


time of year especially, the meals 
ought to be appealing in appear- 
ance and flavor. 


Some one requested a recipe for 


biscuits using buttermilk. Here, is 
one which I have used with great 
success. 


Buttermilk Biscuits 


Two cups flour; two tablespoons 


shortening; two teaspoons baking 
powder, three fourths cup butter- 
milk; one teaspoon salt; one-iialf 
teaspoon soda. 


If the buttermilk is very sour, 


use the above mentioned quantity 
of baking powder as well as the 
soda, if it is mild use only one 
half teaspoon, baking powder with 
the listed amount of soda. Sift 
the dry ingredients 
into a bowl, 


mix, turn out and mix and sift a 
second time 
Cut in shortening 


quickly, add the liquid mixing well 
but quickly. Turn onto a floured 
board, pat or roll to one-fourth 
inch thickness Use a small round 
cutter, and place the biscuits on 
a baking sheet or pan rubbed with 
shortening, about one-half 
inch 


apart 
Prick the top of each with 


a fork. The oven should be hot, 
and the biscuits baked for fifteen 
minutes 


Maorshmallow Icing 


Another request was for marsh- 


mallow, icing. Make a plain icing" 
by this recipe. One cup sugar, 
three tablespoons water, one egg 
white and three fourths teaspoon 
vanilla flavoring. Cook the first 
three ingredients in a double 
boiler for ten minutes, 
heating 


constantly with a wheel egg 
beatez Remove from the fire, add 


Melfr the chocolate in a double 


boiler. Add the brown sugar, milk, 
and egg yolk and cook until thick 
Cream the butter, add the sugar, 
then the eggs and beat well. Sift 
flour, measure, then add salt, bak- 
ing powder and cinnamon and re- 
sift. Add to sugar-butter mixture 
alternately with the sour milk. Stir 
in the vanilla. Add soda to hot 
chocolate-mixture-and-add to the 
cake batter. Pour into well but- 
tered layer tins. Bake in a slow 
moderate oven (3253F.) about an 
hour. Frost with a boiled icing.
